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OUR LOSS OVER THOUSAND 


This Total Includes Killed, Wounded 
and Captured—Filipino Total 
Loss Nearly 7,000—Not 


Hopeful. of SGelf- 
Government. 


Washington, November 10.—Major Gen- 
eral Arthur MacArthur, commanding the 
army in the Philippines and military g°ov- 
ernor cf the isiands since’ May 5, 10, 
has submitted his report tw the war d¢ 
partment. A considecable portion of: the 
report relates te events which took place 
previous to the date when he assumed 
command, and he publishes some of thé 
correspondence and proclamat.ons of the 
Filipinos obtained before that time. He 
refers to the change of Aguinaldo’s plaps 
in abandoning his army organization and 
starting a guerrilla warfare. The condi- 
tions of the country have afforded ad- 
vantages for such a policy, he says, as 
they have enabled the insurgents to ap 
pear and disappear at thelr convenience. 
At one time they are so.diars and lnwme- 
diately after are wilhn.ghe American 
lines in the attitude of peaceful natives.

He says the apparent desul- 
tory works has demanded more of discip- 
line, and as much valor as was reyureda 
during the period of regular operativns 
against concentrated field forces of in- 
eurrectiunists. General MacArthur speaks 
in the highest terms of the service ren- 
dered by the troops amid all labors and 
hardships. 

“The Filipinos,” says General MacAr- 
thur, “are not @ wariike of ferccious peo- 
ple. Left to themselves, a iarge number 
of them would gladly accept Ainericau 
supremacy, which, they are gradually 
coming to understand, means indiv.duai 
hberty and absolute security in their lives 
and property. They have been maddened, 
however, curing the past five years by 
rhetorical sophistry, and stimulants ap- 
plied to nationa) pride, until power of 
discriminating in matters of public con- 
cern or private interest has been almvust 
entirely suspended. As a substitute for 
all other considerationa, the people seem 
to be actuated bp the idea thar in all 
doubtful matters of politiss or war, .nen 
ere never nearer right than when goin’ 
with thefr own kith and kin, regardless 
of consequences. 

“This condition,” he says; “has raised 
difficulties and obstructions in pacifica- 
tion. The effort to institute municipal gov- 
ernment under American auspices carried 
theeldea of exciusive fidelity to the. 
United States, but this met with diltécul- 
ties where Filipinos were placed entirely 
in contro] and secret municipal govern- 
ments were organise? in various towne 
under insurgent auspices te proceed si- 
multaneoualy with the American govern- 
ments, and often through the same 
rereonnel, Presidents and town officials 
acted openly in behalf of Americatis and 
secretly In behalf of the innurgents, and, 
paradcxical ag it may mem, with ap- 
parent solicitude fof the interests of 
both. Wherever there is a group of in- 
eurgent forces contiguous towns contrib- 
ute to thel: suppcrt ard ren@er great as- 
aistance in secreting the soldiers and heip- 
ing them to escape. 

The report says the success of the guer- 
rilla system depends upon complete unity 
of action among the native population. 
That there is such unify of action is 
frankly acknowledged, but how it is 
brought ebout General MacArthur says 
he is unable to ascertain. Intimidatien 
accounts for the condition to some ex- 
tent, but fear would not be successful 
as the only motive. He adds: 

“It is more probable’ that the adhesive 
principle comes from ethnological homo- 
genity, which induces men te respond for 
a time to the appeals of consanguineous

gt the entrance of the Bay of Fundy oc- 
cerred this morning when the side-wheel 
steamer City of Monticello, bound from 
gt. Johns for Yarmouth, was overwhelm- 
by the mountainous seas Only four 
miles from her destination, and engulfed 
with thirty-four of her passengers and a 
crew. A heavy gale was raging at the 
time and there was & tremendous sea. 
The place where the Monticello struck 
ts at the mouth of the Bay of Fundy, 
qghere the waters of the bay join those 
of the Atlantic. There are many reefs 
and shoals at this point, and the cur- 
rents are mariy and changeable, it be- 
ing one of the most dangerous places on 
the coast. The gale last night kicked 
up & tremendous sea, and at the time 
the vessel struck the waves were beat- 
ing upon the rocks and sending spray for 
hundreds of feet over the land. 
‘The Monticello was on her way from 
gt. Johns to Yarmouth with @ full freight 
and & fairly large passenger list. Just 
before she foundered an attempt was 
made to reach the land in a smal! boat in 
charge of the quartermaster, and it con- 
tained Third Officer Flemming, a stew- 
ardess named Smith and three passen- 
gers. This boat was smashed by a huge 
comber, and the occupants being hurled 
‘high upon the beach at Pembroke unin- 
jured.

Natives Lose Life. 

Hong Kong, November 10.—A typhoon 
struck the town last evening and raged 
until morning. A British river gunboat 
was sunk, but her crew are reported to 
be safe. Great damage and loss of life 
occurred among the native craft. 

During the typhoon the British gun- 
boats Tweed and Fire Brand and the 
coast defense ironclad Wivern were in 
great danger, as they were dragging 
their anchors and the Fire Brand was 
shipping heavy seas and rapidly filling. 

All fired distress signals and the Brit- 
ish torpedo boat destroyer Otter proceed- 
ed to their assistance. It was a dan- 
serous undertaking, owing to the furious 
sea that was running and the great 
masses of floating wreckage. The Otter 
succeeded, however, in saving the crew of 
the British dispatch boat Sandpiper, with 
the exception of one man; and, the 
weather moderating, she aJso saved the 
other vessels mentioned. Another hour 
of the hurricane and all would have been 
lost. = 

The troops at Kowloon, who were 
housed in tents 2nd temporary mat shed 
barracks, were in a pitiable plight. The 
tents and mat sheds collapsed and the 
men and animals were exposed to the 
fury of the storm. The hospital roof was 
strinned off, but luckily there were no 
casualties. An admiralty dredge in the 
Canton river was capsized and two of her 
crew were drowned. Many houses were 
blown down, causing twelve deaths.

DESPITE BRITAIN’S PROTEST 


London, November 10.—The death of the 
Maharajah of Patialia at Simla, Novem- 
ber &, removes one of the beat and most 
intereating products of Anglo-Tnuian rule,

*the mountain region of north Geor- 
gia, talked interestingly to a reporter of 
The Constitution yesterday about the

There can be 
no deubt that in the great Appalachian 
range, extending from north Georgia and 
Alabama to Mason and Dixon's line, the 
Angora goat finds in abundance all the 
requirements of its nature, and it seems 
to me that nothing could better sult the 
character and habits of the natives than 
to follow the pastoral pursuits of Abra- 
ham and the patriarcha Ginsang is 
played out. The federal court made 
it unprofitable to convert corn into @ bev- 
erage, they can’t raise sheep in most of 
the mountain counties for the dogs, the 
land is too poor if the people were in- 
dvstrious enough for general farming, and 
I see no hope from abject poverty if it 
does not lie in the Angora goat, and I 
believe it does. I wish the churches that 
are so concerned through their domestic 
missions boards about the spiritual, mor- 
al and educational welfare of the moun- 
taineers would take into consideration 
the sociological aspect of things up in 
that country as the basis of the reforms 
they seek to accomplish.

Enoch 
Moses, and others of the name, were 
Quakers and come over with Penn. iI 
give a short sketch of the Pearsons, of 
Fairfield. 

John. Pearson, an Engi.sh gentieman of 
high rank, was born at Windsor, on the 
Thames, about 1690, and died at hia estate, 
“Windsor Forest,’ Fairfield district, 8. C., 
in 1760. He was educated for the Brit- 
ish navy. He had two alaters, one mar- 
ried a Hoard and one a Coffin. On the 
death of his futher he, disagreeing with a 


intending to ship for the Weaet Indies. Off 
the coast of Florida the samall boat tin 
which he and a few companions were 
making the voyage, Was captured by pi- 
rates. He soon managed to escape by 
leaping over the side of the vessel at 
night and swimming boldly to shore; was 
at once silezed by the Spaniards and 
thrown into the old fort at St. Augus- 
tine, where he lay for months in a dun- 
geon. The prisoners were brought forth 
daily, and long. discussions held as to 
which horrible mode of death would be 
most suitable and most blood-curdiing. 
Sometimes a few would be = tortured, 
while the others were held in reserve for 
something mgre awful. Finally he es- 
caped, laid for days in the adjacent 
marshes and at last made his way to New 
Orleans in a rowboat.. From there he 
went to Charleston, 8. C., through the 
country, the journey taking two years. 
As he made his way slowly from tribe to 
tribe, through wunspeaka.ie danger and 
hardship, he gained a knowledge of In- 
dian languages and a.uairs that was very 
valuab.e in after years. Reaching Charles- 
ton, he was introuuced to Governor Rob- 
ert Johnson, who, recognizing his superior 
intelligence and education, made him his 
private secretary. He was put in charge 
of all Indicn transactions, which were 
numerous, He was a captain in colonial 
wars, and ‘surveyed ‘the road from 
Charleston to Nashville and built Fort 


London, the first Anglo-American secttile- 
ment in the state of Tennessee. 


Captain John Pearson married Mary, 
the daughter of Isaac Raiford. The Rai- 
fords were distinguished in bo‘h Caro j- 
nas. Isaac was one of the richest men 
who ever lived in the south. H's other 
daughter «married the celebrated Mozes 
Kirkland. John and Mary Pearson had

Now there are taree 
large warehouses, where it is auctioned 
of every day. | attended the auctions 
and it was a revelauon to me. The far- 
mers’ wagons were unioading ail around 
and their tobacco was piled up neatiy in 
long rows and their names and the num- 
ber of pounde written on a card anu stuck 
in the split end of a littie waite pine 
stick and that was stuck in the center of 
the pie. for an hour or twu belore tne 
auction begins ine Duyers from Micamond 
and Wins.ion and Durham and Liverpoo! 
and other markéts went ali around and 
examined the quality of svery pile and 
tuuk notes. The auctioneer taikxea so fast 
I coud not understand him, but the buy- 
era did. i reckun tnaere were two of tnree 
hundred piles in euch warenouse and the 
auctioneer and the crowd went from pile 
to pile and soid each one where it was. I 
heard some knocked gown as iow as 9 
cents and some ag high as of cents. There 
is one curious rule about tobacco auctions 
that does not apply to any other auction. 
Tne farmer can reject the highest bid 
an@ keep his tobacco. If he and nis boys 
have resvived that their crop shali bring 
20 cents a pound and it brings only 19 he 
turns the card down and takes hig to- 
bacco hbme, or maybe hauis it around to 
another warehouse, where the same buy- 
ers Bnd it next day and maybe bid over 
20 cents for it. This is one of the tricks 
of tne trade. The difference between the 
grades was hardly perceptible yo my 
eyes, but the buyers know. It wag ail a 
bright yellow, but some was brittie and 
wormeaien and some was soft and piiant 
as a kid glove. This was bought for 
wrappers. This evolution has come with- 
in ten years, and is increas.ng every 
year, for an acre of tobacco wi.!

The 
hunger for congenia) occupation, for 
knowledre, for travel, for refinement 
God has implanted a atrong 
desire for these things in our hearts, and 
yet He puts uatn-positions where there ts 
no food, no answer, no satisfaction— 

nothine but the sense of a gnawing, ach- 
ing Aestre, 

Why !s this? Partly, that we should 
learn that the true life after all does 
not depend upon the full supply of food- 
stuffs which men deem so necessary, but 
upon something deeper, purer, divinen— 
God Himself. He suffered them to hunger 
that He might make them know. In 
other words, had {it not been for the hun- 
cer, Israel would not have known, and 
we should not know, what is revealed in 
the lack of all else. Life, which ts the life 
indeed, consists not in the abundance of 
things that we possess, but in knowing 
God, In having God. in being known and 
possessed by God. '§ receiving and feed- 
ing upon the words of God. Oh, blessed 
hunger, that drives the soul to God, and 
finds in God more tnan all. “Man doth 
not Ive by bread only, but by every 
bag that proceedeth from the mouth of 

od.” 

We would not say one single word 
against accepting all innocent and right 
thir. that God puts into our life to meet 
the hunger tmplanted in our souls, but 
we affirm that, aa it was with Jesus in 
the wilderness, so it is with many of His 
saints, who are chosen to close fellow-

MEMORIES OF OLD ATLANTA 


~- 


Of the wonderful growth” of Atianta 
possibly no one is better able to speak 


than William R. Hanileiter, until recently. 


& resident of Griffin, but who lived ih 
this city twenty-five years ago. This 
abliity to tell of the growth ef Atlanta 
is his bepauge he has been away from this 
city and the changes have not to him 
been gradual, ® 

Although he knew Atlanta was no lon- 
ger the country village that was at this 
place fifty years ago that was his lasting 
impression of the city and that was how 
he remembered !t until he came here two 
weeks ago. 

In speaking of the changes in the city 
and in its appearance Mr. Hanleiter sald: 

“After an absence of twenty-five years 
from Atlanta, I have just been spending 
a fortnight here prospecting. What a 
mighty change in a quarter of a century, 
and what a more wonderful change since 


‘I first came here in 1848. Then Atlanta 


Was ony a iittle town not bigger, per- 
haps, than Madison or Griffin were at 
that time. One marshal did afl the police 
duty; only one brick house, I believe, and 
that one Dr. Joseph Thompson's hotel on 
the lot now occupied by the Kimball 
house. The first place I boarded at was 
the old Washington Hal}, kept by Captain 
James Loyd. The first dead man | re- 
member ever to have seen was a stranger 
who was the first buried at Oakland 
cemetery. He was an Odd Fellow and 
cared for by the lodge here.” The Masunic 
lodge was on the southwest corner of Ala- 
bama and Loyd streets. The Western 
and Atlantic railroad shops and round 
house Wus just southeast of the passenger 
carshed, between that and Alabama 
street, and tiny father's printing office, 
where was published The Southern Mis- 
eelany, ‘as good a newspaper as any,’ 
Was just west of the Masonic lulge on 
Alabama atreet, Later on, not more than 
& stone’a throw from thia office, was bulit 
the famous calaboose, of which Frank 
Lester now has the key, his father, Ger- 
man Lester, being the marshal] in charge 
at the time, 

“Decatur street early became noted for 
the opposite of plety, especially that 
block from Peachtree to Pryor street 
north of the Kimball. Bar rooma, cock 
fighting and attendant evils were promi- 
nently open to the pulbiic gage. 1 find, 
from a moral point of view, that this 
street, except that particular biotk, 
secme for some distance eastward to be 
not much improved: statelier buildings, 
more modern fronts and conveniences, but 
much of the same o!d devilment, under a 
different guise and color. For in the 
ante-bellum days the negroes were ‘not In 
it,’ while now they seem to be ‘on top,’ 
with a considerabie mixture of white ele- 
ment all along this immoral strata called 
Decatur street, ; 

“The only profane or indecent language 
I remember to have heard in my two 
weeks’ stay wag from the lips of a young 
men just as I entered the second block 
going eastward, and he wus talking quite 
loud!y gf Texas. he.) and such like, In the 
very decided terms of Decatur street ver- 
nacuiar. Indeed profanity seems to be 
the natural idiom of this gtreet, for I 
met an old tithe acquaintance who was 4 
boy with me fifty years ago, and in con- 
versing avout old times I nappened to in- 
quire concerning one whom we mutually 
knew, saying ‘What hes become of ——? 
and the reply was: ‘O, he’s been dead 
and in hell for these ten years.’ 

“I inquired abdut two others, with same 
reply except as te time of departure for 
the p.utonic regions. I then thought to 
make sire of locating at least one of my 
o:d friends where I hoped to meet him 
again and inquired about a good od 
Presbyterian elder of yore and, to my 
astonishment, found by the same testi- 
mony that he had gone to keep con- 
pany with the other feilows, so I ceased 
so inquire any further about my old 
friends for fear I would learn that al! of 
that portion of the community with whom 
I had been acquainted had shared a :ike 
direful fate, or were drifting that way. |! 
ifting auvisedly for it 
oniy requires drifting to reuch the cata- 
ractg and whir!ipools of hell, while the 
opposite direction requires stemming the 
tide and wrestling with the breakers and 
contrary winds peculiar to our fallen na- 
ture ' ' 

“The object lessons I saw on Decatur 
street, only one or two blocks from the 
Kimball house, gave pretty corroborative 
testimony toward establishing the astate- 


mry aforementioned friend, if 
they are to be taken as evidence of the 

) fer there were loaf- 
ers and swearers, fakirs and pawn shope 
and saloons without measure. The win- 
dows of the three-ball shops were filled 
with articles indicating poverty and 
crime in various which 
were musical instruments, all kinds of 
articles pertaining to the household, 
kitchen and office, together with dirks, 
pistols, knucks, cards, and, tm fact, al- 
most every imaginable thing which the 
Parl.cipants of poverty and crime could 
pawn; all fit accompaniments of thé 
saloon, brothel and hovel. 

“I met a policeman what seem- 
ed the shortest beat running at a right- 
angie to Decatur street. and congratuiat- 
ed him upon the short length of his 
watch, whereupon he said he had work 
to do world without end and ‘ran in’ 
twenty-three cases that night. Sam 
Jones said ‘Atianta ig only half a mile 
from hell,” and I think he must have 
got his impreaaions from Decatur. street, 
at least I hope go, for I should be sorry 
to think that the whole city was of like 
character even though he had discovered 
Vices which are hidden by the subtile in- 
fluences of unchaste refinement or where 
sin was plated with gold. One thing 
I am constrained, however, to believe; 
that some forms of vice were more openly 
practiced before the war than now, for 
one: would doubtless have to -look for 
cock maing and the common forms of 
card gambling now, while then many 
rear yards of this street were open to 
such sport any day in the week. While 
most men took their ‘dram’ and swore 
When they felt like it, and many gam- 
bled, I have many times seen respectable 
men strip for a ‘fst and ekull fight’ right 
in the middle of Whitehall street, to 
suy nothing of the «impromptu fights 
which brought in play weapons of every 
Varie.y, 

“We had as many churches or places 
of worship before the war as now, I 
reckon, if population ta taken inte con- 
#deration; and perhaps no more men 
proportionately attended, but I am quite 
sure that AUanta muat be better, moral- 
ly and religiously, 1 know there is more 
systematind pubie charity, and if there 
be not more tnteliigently active piety, 
there have been evolved greater facili- 
ties for the manifestation of Christian 
principles, But the family government 
and dscipline—is that better now? ‘Aye, 
there's the rub,’ and [I'm not able to ven- 
ture a well-developed opinion as to that, 
though it seems to me that this age and 
generation ls very much lacking in ven- 
eration for not only age, but the most 
suicred things. Perhaps, if this be true, 
the reason may be found In the absence 
of ‘hickory oil’ so much in vogue in the 
old south training at home and at school. 
It may be that familiarity has bred con- 
tempt; for this generation certainly runs 
like Peter, right into the sepulchre, and 
like Uzzah, takes hold of the ark itself, 
handling everything with gloves off. Es- 
chewing sentiment, its chief characteris- 
tic is ‘cheek,” or assurance, push and 
conrteousnces and it is running at a pace 
which precludes stopping very lorg at the 
pools which require them to await the 
arrival of any tardy angel to ‘trouble 
the waters.’ — 

“But they will stop some da¥. -All cf us 
will, and that befure long. The ‘mi!) will 
shut down’ very soon, so far as this gene- 
rat.on is concemed Then, when it te too 
late, we'll see and realize the waste 
which has been born and bred inte our 
lives, not by speed or even hurry, but. by 
a reckless dare-devil haste. Men ‘run 
up the ladder of fame or prosperity and 
then kick the ladder down, as sentiment 
alone would argue to leave them there 
for the weaker or more timid. Perhaps 
thie is all right and better for the other 
fellow, for he will grow stronger and 
better by building his own laader and 
many a parasite or sucker is encouraged 
to remain so if not created outright by 
having the too easy benefits of other peo- 
ple’s labors. But it wasn't that way 
So much in the old days—I don’t say they 
were Setter days—yet men were then 
more inclined to respect {intellect and 
good character, regardiess of the abil- 
ity to make money than now, for now it 
is not what vou have done, but what you 
can do today. 

“Well, that's ‘business’ and mostly bus- 
iness these duys is ‘get money, honestly 
if you can, but get money.’ Take the 
bert seat in the synagogue or at table. 
that’s business; keep in the swim, in 
front, if you can. If you regard the other 
fellow's interest, that’s only sentiment 
and only to be exertised when pays

A 
few years ago the only incentive for prac- 
tice was the hope of ‘“‘making the eleven,” 
if not the varsity eleven, then the class 
eleven. All work was done with that end 
In view. There were perhaps sixteen or 
twenty men, the regulars and substitutes, 
who were regarded as the sole guardians 


of the college prestige on the gridiron. 
All the efforts were directed to their de- 
velopment; nobody etse was considered. 
That is all changed now. Today it Is uni- 
vergally recognized in the amall as well 
as the large colleges that it is the men 
who never “make the team” that win the 
victories. The coach who can depend 
upon a strong, enthusiastic, hard work- 
ing “scrub’’ team, and, back of the scrub. 
the men who sit on the side lines, and. 
for the love of the game or loyalty to 
the college or a mixture of both, pa- 
tlently wait for a chance to get into 
the practice—that coach has a basis to 
work on better than weight or muscle. 
the true football spirit that wins over 
everything else. 

One of the greatest football players and 
best Judge of the game who ever put on 
canvas once said in reply to the query, 
What quality is the moat valuable on the 
field?

And it not infre- 
quently happens that the scrub, one day 
or another, will be tuned up to such a 
pitch of football inspiration that for a 
time they will sweep the regulars off 
their feet. Those are unhappy times fo: 
the regulars, for they mean a shifting, in 
which some of the ‘varsity are relegated 
to the scrub kAnd their places supplied

The best citigens thought it all 
right to furnish money for political pur- 
poses and good men lent a hand in pen- 
ning vote’s before the election. It was a 
species of kidnaping and the most dis- 
eraceful sctambles took place over these 
voters on the day that they were to cast 
their ballots, and you-need not conclude 
that all the “floaters” sabject, to this out- 
rage were men from the scums of life. 
Any man who was unfortunate enough 
‘9 be caught in his coups to the extent 
that he might be got inside of one of thelr 
places for holding tWese floaters would 
never escape to go free.

The usual recommended kerosene emu!- 
sion wil) kill them readily enough, byt the 
trouble is that at the first sprinkle they 
Grop off and fall to the earth. Here they 
hide, ready as soon as the flurry is over, 
to climb up the stems and go sucking 
the plant’s juices again. To avold this, 
lift the plant from the she:f with great 
care se as not to jar or dislodge them. 
Wrap a cloth around the top of the pot, 
and close to the plant's stems, so the 
earth in the pot can neither tumble out 
nor the insects tumble in. Then quickly 
invert the plant's top into a nan of water. 
and if the water is quite warm so much 
the better, Lift the plant out and shake 
Vigorously. Dip again in the water, then 
again shake, and so continue until every 
tiny louse has been dis:odged. Rinse the 
top well in clean water and return to the 
window. Ifa thorough job has been Gone, 
thera will be no more trousie, but the 
plant should be examined again in a 
couple of days, and if need be, the treat- 
ment repeated, ° 

Gcale invects atick to the bark or leaves 
fs though they were glued there. Dis- 
lodge them with a wooden toothpick, 
keoping a close lookout for them, and fin- 
Ish by washing the Plant well in soapy 
water, This must be repeated every few 
days until no more scale can be found. 
They are not over common, but a pecu- 
liarly stubborn pest. 

Red spider is almost as common as 
aphis, but 80 tiny that few 
know that this is what is the 
with their planta. When, 
without any apparent reason, leaves turn 
a sickly color or show little yellow specks 
all over them, or begin to curl at the 
edges, We may suspect little Mr. Red 
spider, no bigger than a grain of red pep-

the plant's leaves. Too hot and too dusty 
alr is the cause of the red spider. There 
is one sure and simple remedy for him 
and his. It ix water. Have it warm and 
plenty of it, and see that the undersides 
of the leaves get as much wetting as the 
upper, and this foe is soon vanquished. 
A plant can be dipped in water as hot as 
the hand can be borne in, and it will not 
hurt it in the least, if not kept longer at 

a time beneath the water than two or, 
three seconds. That degree of heat kills | 
the red spider quickly. Dip half a dozen 
times in the hot water in quick succes- 
sion, and the work is done. 

Wash all plant leaves often. A clean 
plant is not inviting to insects. Kill the 
first foe that makes his appearance and 
you have solved the secret of keeping 
house plants free from insect pests of all 
kinds.

A striking charecter in our ante-bellum 
fistory was Hon. George W. Craw- 
ford, whose sturdy record is well worthy 
of commemoration. Born in Columbia 
county, Gcorgia, on. the 224 of December, 
_ T7098, at the age of seventeen he became 
4 Matriculate of Nassau hall, Princeton 
N. J., graduating from that time honored 
institution In the summer of 1820. Upon 
the completion of his collegiate course, 
the study cf law next engrossed his at- 
tention, and to th’s end he entered the 
office of the famous Richard Henry Wilde, 
under whore able guidance he was soon 
Th‘is was in 1822; 

his induction into the legal fraternity oc- 

curring at Augusta, Richmond eounty. 
Georgia. wherewith his carly labors as a 
_practitiorer were associated. The socie- 
ty of lewyers to which he was then in- 
troduced was one of unusual brilliancy; 
but, fortified by previous training. and 
blessed with sr'end'a talents, he speed- 
ly attained ai gratifying prominence 
among his accomplished brethren. Five 
years later, the popularity of Mr. Craw- 
ford asserted itself, he receiving his ficst 
political appointment, and be'ng entrust- 
ed with the attorney generalship of the 
middle Georgia circuit. Duly installed 
in the epring of 1827 he entered with zeal 
and efficiency upon the discharge of his 
responsible duties, ana it was November, 


h 4831, before his useful ministrations in 


this important capacity were ended. 
Mr. Crawford's next public promotion

He was an admitable governor 
and forthwith addressed himself to the 
financial situation, as meriting, by reason 
of its importance, his earliest regard.
